New York, Feb. 1.—Geo. W. Lederer yester- 
day @led a voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
in the United States District Court, stating 
that he is unable to pay his debts and asking 
the reilef afforded by the bankruptcy acts. The 
Mabilities aggregate $144,797, while the assets 
are placed at $10,800 in claims, with some 
shares in the Madame Sherry Company, held 
by Martin Herman as trustee. 

It is sald that the cause of the bankruptcy 
is loss in real estate speculation.

COMSTOCK BUYS TYSON STOCK. 


New York, Feb. 2.—F. Ray Comstock is now 
associated with The Shuterts, baving late'y 


purchased thirty shares of stock in the ticket 
speculating firm of Tyson & Company. 

There appeared at the top of the advertise- 
ments of the Klaw & Erlanger theaters in the 


New York morning papers, Monday, a notice 
to the public that tickets for the syndicate 
house could not be purchased through Tyson 


& Company. Heretofore, when the new managers 
discussed the ticket speculating evil, whereby 
the public gets stung for fifty cents to a dollar 
per ticket, the managers always set up the 
auubi that they could not prevent their tickets 
falling into the hands of the speculators. Now 
‘t is the hotel lobby stands under discussion, 
and this action of Klaw & Erlanger establishes 
peoofs that the theaters have been dealing di- 
rect with the scalpers. 

The incident revives symptons of the old feud 
between the syndicate and The Shuberts. The 
syndicate people contend that Comstock could 
force the sale of Shubert Theater tickets through 
his own agency and also share in the profits in- 
directly of every theater in town that sold 
tiekets to the Tyson Company. Before they get 
through theater managers may be taking the 
rublic utterly into their confidence and may 
possibly aid directly in eliminating the sale 
of theater seats by ticket bandits, who always 
herve the best seats in the theater sent them 
in bulk for sale at raised prices. Now we may 
fin? out how the profits are split and a cash 
purchaser at the box office may some day be 
ttle to buy seats in front of the fifteenth row 
in the orckestra.

Artists may advertise themselves in any le 
gitimate manner in the professional papers, but 
they must not enter icto oollusion with any 
manage> or hie agent by any form of graft 
under penalty of exputsion. The ettist will 
pay on all contracts a five or ten per cent 
commission into his own organization.

A Song of Sense and Senti- 
ment, Advancing an Idea 
in Co-operative Agencies 
Ably and Aggressively 


Mr. Manager—Do you not feel as though it 
were time that you began to think and look 
around and atout you? Shake yourself—and 
think, 

Do you ever try and stndy the 
between yourself and the actor? 

Do you ever reflect seriously on the conditions 
that are causing the pot of discontent to boil 
to overflowing? Dou you not see that you are 
t of the ‘‘goats."’ that the go-between 
‘nannies’ are sucking at your purse-strings? 

Why do you not belp to abate the intolerabl+ 
conditions that exist? 

In my experience in the theatrical business 
I have found that the majority of manage 
and actors get along harmoniously, with rare 
exceptions. But, since the agent. the ten- 
per-center parasite and other pandering vul- 
tures that fatten on the actos and manager 
came into existence, dissension and discontent 
have held sway. 

The aim of thie article, Mr. Manager. is not 
to malign any certain individual, but the sys- 
tem of exploitation by the nefarious underband 
methed used by the agency class, Do you ever 
wonder why you have inferior acts this week, 
a good bill the following week, and a good and 
bad bill the next week? Listen. A searcity « 
acts? No! Graft, Graft, Graft—that’s the 
anawer. 

You know how the actor, good, bad or in- 
different. is handled. Of course you do! He 
is hustled from one agent to another, until the 
“clique’’ gets a ‘‘crack’’ at his salary, tot in 
the long run you lost the bill Then why de 
you stand for a ten-per-center, or any other 
crowd of sbarke doing business in a five-per- 
cent office, under a law that makes a five-pe>- 
cent commission legitimate? It's a dishonest 
business method to begin with, and you are 
held to blame for upholding a dirty traffic in 
human beings, which you could ress. 

With a little intelligent thinking, you could 
establish yeu own booking agency. For instance, 
say a group of managera, ten, fifteen, twenty 
or more, get together and form a circult—let 
each manager donate an equal share for the 
maintenance of an office centrally located— 
select a suitable repnesentative to look after 
the booking of your circuit, and pay bim a 
sufficient aslary, to insure that the incentive 
for graft would be lost. By threshing out « 
system on these lines, with honesty as the 
fundamental principle, the show business woul! 
again reach a normal state.

ABLE ABNER ALI 


Again Airs the Albini Affair 
and Augments Last Week’s 
, Arguments With Ad- 
ditional Advices 


Chicago, Jan, 31, 1914. 
Bditor of The Billboard, 
Cincinnati, O. 

Dear Sir—For the benefit of those, who are 
got acquainted with the absolute facts of the 
illness and death of the Great Albini, I’\) make 
the following statement as brief as possible 
without fear of successful contradiction. 

The Great Aibini was in Chicago about three 
weeks prior to his opening at the Colonial The- 
ater in Chicago, but I did not get the oppor- 
tunity of seelng him until I accidentally met 
bim on the street one day about a week before 
he opened at the Colonial. At this meeting, 
which was a very short one, I was informed by 
Mr. Albini that be was through being a member 
of the White Rats Actors’ Union of America, 
I naturally asked his reason or reasons and he 
informed me be was in arrears in his dues and 
was indebted to a certain amount to the or- 
ganization, and that he requested an additional 
loon from the White Rats, through the New 
York office, and it was refused on account of 
bis being in arrears in dues and previous in- 
debtedness to the White Rats. Mr. Albini 
further stated that he would be all right finan- 
elally after he opened at the Colonial Theater 
the next week: be did open and was compelled 
to retire from the bill after bis first performance 
on account of bis being too ill to continue for 
the balance of the week. He was taken to the 
hotel and word Was sent te our office that he 
was anxious to see me. As soon as I found the 
opportunity to get away from my desk, I went 
to the botel only to find him asleep. I did not 
disturb bim and left word that I would call 
later, which I did. On my entering Albini's 
apertment I met Stephen Juhasz there The 
three of us engaged in‘ conversation for some 
time and I learned that he (Albin!) was badly 
in need of money. He asked me if I would 
start a Subseription for him. I replied that I 
would be only too pleased to do all in my power 
to assist bim in any manner I could. Mr. Jnhasz 
and myself talked the matter over carefully. 
We arranged for Juhasz to take charge of a 
list on account of him being In a better posi- 
tien to devote more time to it than I could and 
that 1 would not overlook anything that I could 
get. It was night and the bour late. We 
then adjourned, arranging to meet the next 
day by appointment. The next morning I re- 
ceived a phone call from Stephen Juhasaz in- 
forming me that Albini died a few hours after 
I had left bis apartments. 

Mrs. Albini, with Miss Bessie Allen (Albini's 
a®sistant f y calied at the 


for a number of years), 
Chicago offices of the White Rats Actors’ Union 
end after a short conversation I was informed 
that a certain agency would assist Mrs. Albini 
in her bereavement to some extent Mrs. Al- 
bini decided that I make al! arrangements with 
the undertaker for the fune-al, which I did. 
The undertaker asked me who would be re- 
sponsible for the bill and I told him if no one 
else paid it 1 would and 1 O. K.d the bill with 
my signature After the funeral I did not see 
or hear from Mrs. Albini for a few days. She 
finally called at the offices of the White Ruts 
Actors’ Union and informed me that she had 
received a check from the agency to pay the 
funeral bill and that she had gone to the under- 
taker and settled the bill 

In the meanwhile Stephen Juhasz. George De 
Monio and myself continued with the subscrip- 
tien list. It can be seen at the end of this 
Statement that the subscription list, which was 
requested by Mr. Albini, before his death, was 
started with the purpose of assisting him while 
be was alive. @ amount collected was given 
to Mrs. Albini avd a receipt now In possession 
for the amount, signed by Mrs. Albini, Is now 
on file in the Chicago offices of the White Rats 
Actors’ Union. ‘to those who have been mis- 
informed, you can rest assured that if the bill 
had not been settled br someone else it would 
have been paid by the White Rats Actors’ Union 
of America, as the undertaker bad my personal 
signature and no part of the money collected 
on subscription would have been used for funeral 
expenses.

DIPPING INTO HISTORY 


The First of a Series of Articles Dealing With the 
Amalgamation of the White Rats and 
the Actors’ International Union 
By HARRY DeVEAUX

To the Editor of The Billoard: 

My Dear Sir—I have been requested to submit 
to you a story of the real history, antedating 
and carrying up to this date; the article to give 
in detail the entire argument of the amalgama- 
tioh of the Actors’ International Union and the 
White Rats of America, 

It will be necessary to give in this connection 
a sbort recital of the life of the Actors’ 
Union, and I might say in passing that all th: 
facts submitted are subject to verification to 
the utmost detail, 

The Actor's National Protective Union, the 
first title of the original association, was formed 
some nineteen years since on the Bowery, in 
New York, The originators of this movement 
were all well-known ‘‘vyariety’’ performers. 
Among their number was the well-known Big 
Bill Devere, of Hoyt fame. The organization 
succeeded in enrolling the majority of the test 
acts in this branch of the profession. Many of 


Opera House, and the memuruble three dayy’ 
strike, which bettered the conditions of these 
people and who are enjoying the fruits of that 
victory today; the stand taken by the organiza- 
tion against the appearance of nvturious char- 
acters, such aS the noted Florence Burns, al 
have their reflection in affairs theatrical. 

The most important werk eof the Actors’ 
Union was started in 1904, During tbat year 
the organization starteqd the tirst movement 
toward the regulation of thettrieal booking 
agencies, the firs: ‘zits of which were the 
licensing of the same by the Legislatuze of the 
State of New York in 1905. Great was the 
criticism toward this drastic ani progressive 
legislation, 10.1 comsiderable defection in the 
ranks of the Actors’ Union -zesulted in fear 
that the booking agencies would retaliate by 
discrimination. 

This was the initial move that began the 
controversy that finally q@ulminated in the 
amalgamation of the two orders, the powe-ful 
actors’ order of two years ago and the White 
Rats Actors’ Union of America. In fact, the 
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the first, or charter members, have answere 
the last call and ate now but a memory of 
the past, and while some of the youngsters 
are still with us, many of the better-known 
vaudeville acts of today were on that sam: 
list of #an. 

After a period of New York City uaefulness 
the organization began to expand, and within a 
few years locals were extablished in Boston, 
Chicago, Philadelpbia, St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco, These local unions were successful at 
times, and the cause of their even‘ual disse- 
lution could be blamed in some instances tv 
the injection of elements that were favorin 
the interests the union was forued to regu- 
late. The knowledge of organization was crude. 
as far as the actor was concerned, and the 
mistakes of inexperience were also a factor 
that had much to do with the ups and downs 
of the various local branches. Tv: with i* all 
the question of organization, was kept alive, and 
the ervore of the past were the test guide, and 
experience was the factor that bas created to- 
day, in the actor, the real spirit of organized 
effort. 

Many good deeds can be recorded to the credit 
of the Actors’ Union in her history of nineteen 
years of activity; many an old-timer, so-called, 
who had died penniless, was taken care of at the 
last and a decent burial accorded at the assumed 
cost by the Actors’ Union; hundreds of thou- 
sunds of dollars were distributed in employ- 
ment to its membership, charity extended with 
an open hand when affairs financially were at 
the teat, and the apirit of progress kept alive, 
but not appreciated by its members up to three 
years ago. Now the real significance of the 
different moves are beginning to be appreciated. 

The thorough organization of the Hebrew 
theaters, both legitimate and variety, and their 
successful continuance up to this day; the 
organization of the chorus at the Metropolitan 


Actors’ Union purposely created the conditions 
that resulted in the quarrel between the two 
orders, for the cold purpose of forcing the 
White Rats of America into the trades-union 
movement, 


The details of this quarrel not having become 
public property, it might be interesting reading 
to get the real facts for comparison, 

During the year 1905 the Actors’ Union en- 
gaged Grand Central Palace for a maSs meet- 
ing of interested theatrical folks, to discuss 
ways and means to include in the employment 
agency law the theatrical booking offices. In 
vitations were sent to all the orders, including 
the White Rats. the Actors’ Church Alliance, 
and other kindred interests, _— 

Sufficient to say the only response was from 
the Actors’ Church Alliance and the Woman's 
Professional League. The White Rats of 
America did not even honor the invitation with 
an acknowledgment. The meeting proceeded, 
nevertheless, and we were honored on that oc- 
casion with many of the prominent city officials, 
including the district attorney, the then License 
Commissioner, Mr, Keating: a representative of 
the Mayor, many of the prominent trades union- 
ists, and quite a few prominent legitimate 
stars, The net results of this first meeting. 
at which I acted as Chairman—an honor be- 
stowed upon me as the originator of this move- 
ment—was the amended law of 1906, making all 
theatrical booking agencies take out city 
licenses. The bookers at this time had created 
their own protective association to try and 
block this legislation, I received word that the 
agents were holding a secret meeting at what 
was known at that time as the Elks’ meeting 
room at the Pabst loop, on Columbus Circle. 
I attended the meeting and an attempt was made 
to put me out of the meeting, because I de- 
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MEETING 


Held in Chicago By New Ac- 
tors’ Union Lai gely Attend- 
ed—Seventy Actors Apply 
For Membership 


Chicago, Jan. $1.—Much interest was mani- 
fested in the mss meeting held at the n. ot P. 
halls, 186 W. Washington street, this city, on 
last Friday evening, or in fact early Saturday 
morning, as the meeting was not called to order 
until 12:50. The meting was for the purpose 
of interesting the performers in joining the new 
Actors’ Union, wh:ch was formed in Chicagy some 
time back. 

The hall held an assemblage of 150 people, 
who crowded the small meeting room to capac 
ity. They were performers, who at this time 
are playing the outly:ng theaters in Chicago and 
had responded to the call to arms. Good fel 
lowship reigned supreme and everyone evinced 
the spirit that immediate action was wanted for 
the betterm. nt of the profession. 

J‘hn Nemo, former president of the former 
Actors’ Union, Ii cal No. 4, a Chicago organiza- 
tion, was in the chair as Acting Chairman. He 
opened the meeting and then gave way to Geo. 
Spence, who ca'tled the meeting to order :mme- 
diately. 

George Spence addressed the meeting. He 
asked the performers to organize, trying to im- 
press upon them the need of organizing. He 
showed the necessity of an affiliation with 2 
federation ef labor. His speech carried the per 
former back to the days of the founding of the 
Universal League, before the organizing of the 
W. R. A. U. He told of its downfall and the 
downfall «f several others that also were 
founded. He then dwelt upon the present White 
Rats Actos’ Union, stating to the performers 
thet they had not accomplished anything for the 
betterment of the performer. He recived ap 
plouse upen this part of his speech and was 
forced to hesitate in order to acknowledge the 
cutburst. Spence then explained that the initia 
tion fee had been lowered to $1 in order to 
allow everyone an equal chance of becoming a 
member of the Actors’ Union. He closed, in 
treducing Mr. Frank Lopez. of Lopez and Lopez 

Mr. Lopez’s remarks were on the Necessity 
of Organizing. He asked those present if the 
demasds mde upon the performers by the 
agents and agencies had ever satisfied the lat 
ter. He was replied by 150 voices by ‘*No.’’ 
Lopez dwelt upon the secret organization now 
in form in Cuba, where the performers are 
rated according to their quality. Mr. Lopez did 
net seem to understand the situation exactly and 
called Col. Wm. A. La Velle, who succeeded in 
making the matter clear to thse in attendance. 
Col; La Velle in offering this advice on the 
Cuban organization stated that the acts were 
sing eleont end] trered from A to Z. according 
to their class and quality of their offering. Each 
act working under the class signified by a let 
ter, all work under the same s*l-ry, and no 
Cuban manager can take an act of this class and 
Play it for any cheaper rate than placed upon 
it by the organization. 

Miss Edith Shaw spoke on the need of women 
organiz'ng. Her address was short being di 
rected to the women of the profession. She ap 
pealed for assigtance in forming the ladies into 
a body and uniting with their brother actors io 
their quest for recognition. 

Mr. Hutchpath dwelt on the question of the 
middleman, referring to the agont as the middle 
man. He explained the necessity of eliminatin: 
this section of the amusement field. His ad- 
dress was forcibl and seemed to ¢raw his lis 
teners to action. Hutehpsth told of the necessity 
of forming into one body the actor, motion pic 
ture operator, stage hands. electricians, mu 
sicians, motion picture performers. He then 
to’'d of the necessity of eliminating the pro- 
fessional try-out night, somg boosters’ night, 
smatenr n'ght and all other special nights that 
keep the performers from securing engagements. 
In order to accomplish this we must organize. 
shouted Hutchpath. and the snirit entwined in 


.this announcement brought cheers from the now 


tired thespians. 

John Nemo, former president of the Actors 
Union Local No. 4, was held in reserve as the 
star speech maker of the evening. Nemo made 
a beautiful address going back over the failure 
of the varicus actors’ organ'zations, impressing 
upon his audience not to be discouraged, stating 
that each failure pointed out the various weak 
po'nts and thet ech and every one of them was 
just a lesson to them, and now that another or- 
ganization had been started, the former failures 
would now show them the right roawd of organiz 
ing whie> they intended to follow. He told 
of the affiliation of the Actors’ Union, Local No 
4. to that of the White Rats Actors’ Union of 
America. He stated he was led to believe that 
after the offilintion the Chicago Lodge weuld 
receive local antonomy and that he (Nem>) wonld 
be placed in charge of the San Francisce office 
et a salary cf $50 weekly. Nemo annonnced 
that he never even started for Friseo and ex- 
cused himself for having to enter this sort of a 
disenssion, but he did this to right h'mself in the 
eyes of his fellow performers. He closed his 
address by entering into a short talk on the nee? 
of organizing. 

The meeting lasted until three o'clock, after 
which time over seventy applicetions for mem- 
bership were signed and accepted. 

Other meetings threngehent the city will be 
held weekly in an attempt to enlarge the new 
Actors’ Union. 


RECEIVER FOR THEATERS. 


New York, Jan. 27.—The Orplreum Amusement 
Co., which has conducted the Orpheum Theater. 
Jersey City, and the Gayety Theater, Hoboken, 
went into the hands of a receiver yesterday. 
The liabil'ties ave $40,000. The action was 8 
friendly one, instituted by the stockholders. 

Anthony Michel, who was one of the organi 
ers of both companies, has been managing the 
two theaters. He put an expensive stock com- 
pany in the Orpheum Theater Iast season, but 
finally turned the estatdishment into a vaudeville 
house, At the Gayety both stock and vaudeville 
have been tried.

It app: ars thet Addison Burkhart wrote the 
book but had po say in the staging of the piece, 
and when the suthor journeyed to Sacramento to 
Witness his work be found that it had been 80 
badly misinterpreteq that it was hardly recog- 
nizable. He immediately got in touch with the 
Man*gement and threatened to enjoin the pro- 
duction unless the original lines and plot were 
strictly adhered to. The management was of 
the saine opinion that Burkbart’s work had been 
badly staged, and decided that before The Merry 
Gambol was shown to a San Francisco audience 
tt would require considerable bolstering up.

New York Palace 
(Reviewed Monday Matinee, February 2.) 


To give the audience ful) benefit of the many 
good acts in the bill, which started Monday 
afternoon to a capacity matinee, there would be 
necessity for a complete rearrangement of the 
show. There were two teams conflicting in 
the first half, Bronson and Baldwin, and Ryan 
and Lee. 

Jesse Lasky’s Red Heads were the feature 
and their 50 minutes killed off the chances for 
Lester's expert ventrilogual act aod McLellan 
and Carson's beautiful roller skating specialty, 
which followed the big girl act in the last 
half. The opening style of scheduling scat- 
tered an excellent bill into rather, draggy 
spots and detracted from the excellent total 
of entertainment that might be derived from 
the material at hand. 

No. 1—Fiying Martins put up ten minutes of 
hair-raising sensationalism on the aerial swing 
and trapeze. Great bit. 

No. 2—Bright and clever was the team work 
of Percy Bronson and Winnie Baldwin, their 
whirlwind dancing finish proving an effective 
surprise. Three bows, ten minutes. 

No. 3—Three Mori Brothers gave their clever 
slack wire and risiey combination of Japanese 
expertness to great appreciation, their comedy 
from risley work adding greatly to the effec- 
tiveness of their specialty. Twelve minutes, 
full stage. 

No. 4—-Ben Ryan and Harriett Lee cleaned 
up the hit of the first half with their original 
methods of extracting comedy from personality 
and native talent. Mark this girl for musica! 
comedy, where she would score wondrously in 
proper opportunities. Clever man, clever girl, 
clever act. Fifteen minutes in one, four de- 
manded bows. 

No. 5—Blanche Walsh and Company gave the 
Countess Nadine with artistic force and tell- 
ing effect, the sketch and players combining 
for twenty-five minutes of superior dramatic 
entertainment. 

INTBPRMISSION. 

No. 6—Chieftain Caupolican, with splendid 
baritone voice and well served monologue, pro- 
vided an interval of great merit, scoring tre- 
mendoesiy for ¢hirteen minutes. 

Ne. 7—Jesse Lasky’s Red Heads monopolized 
fifty minutes of the last half. The big number 
opened slowly, but worked gradually to an 
excellent finish, scoring strongly. An elimina- 
tion of at least ten minutes would benefit the 
interlude fifty per cent. Thirteen people 
worked in special set with own musical di- 
rector. 

No. 8—Too bad Lester's artistic ventriloqual 
specialty had to follow so long an act as the 
Red Heads. It was late when he arrived and 
twenty minutes was too long at the late hour 
to build up interest. Consequently the superior 
class of his specialty was missed ®y many and 
its effect largely dissipated. 

No. 9—Likewise did the audience lose the 
full benefit of McLellan and Carson's great 
roller skating specialty with special set, fine 
costuming, and a girl, who, in appearance, is 
a treat for sore eyes. McLellan is the best 
man on roller skates this reviewer ever saw on 
the stage. Early in the bill their specialty 
would have been a riot.—WALTHILL.

No. 8—Bud Fisher cartooned for 14 minutes 
with an interesting catalog of Mutt and Jeff 
subjects.

Theatrical Business on the Coast Last Week 
—Business Again Normal at the 
Leading Playhouse 


Los Angeles, Feb, 1.—One week ago tonight 
all Southern California was swept by the 
heaviest rainstorm it has experienced in 18 
years. It was of much benefit to ranchers, but 
did untold damage in many and varied un- 
welcome features. This storm was of four 
days’ duration, washing out several steam and 
electric railroad bridges which tied up railroad 
traffic to such an extent that two-thirds of the 
vaudeville artists and actors headed this way 
were prevented from appearing the early part 
of the weck. It was the first time in loca] theat- 
rica) history that theater troupes have been s0 
long delayed by washouts. A few of the man- 
agers have big hearts end will dig down into 
the theater treasury and pay the artists’ sal- 
aries in full. The hardest hit by the storm was 
Moroseco. Bickel and Watson's inability to open 
deprived the box-office of the week's receipts. 
The vaudeville houses, Orpheum, Empress, Pan- 
tages, Republic and Hippodrome, nearly all 
suffered losses, both in attendance and addi- 
tional expense. Other playhouses benefited by 
the misfortune, all weck long. Morosco’s two 
other theaters, the Majestic and the Burbank, 
reaped harvests of gold, which otherwise would 
have been divided among their unfortunate ri- 
vals. 

Morosco’s press agent, Jay De Barnes, was 
doing a marathon between newspaper Offices, 
changing copy every day for Bickel and Wat- 
son, of How Do You Do Company, with the 
bouse still dark and their special train marooned 
by washouts near Bakersfield with their company 
entertaining the train crew instead of being in 
the beaut!ful Broadway house. The train, whieh 
deteursd over another route in an endeavor to 
reach the city. ran into another washout. Charles 
Harris, manager, wired this is a nice ‘“‘how do 
you do; send Knabenshue and Beachey to trans- 
port us for a thousand dollars.’ The climax 
was reached when the last postponement came, 
having been advertised for Friday night, but 
when two baggage cars which were through the 
flood were op ned, hardly any of the scenery or 
costumes could be used. Dozens of stage crafts- 
mer worked day and night and finally put the 
show on Saturday night with much speed after 
arn extra expense of thousands of dollars. 

Only an earthquake or trphoon would have 
kept them from opening last night. They are 
champion hard luck players of the theatrical 
league for the season. They resembled survivors 
ef the Johnstown flood with their tales of holding 
down the dining car and being afraid to lean 
cut of the sleeper windows for fear the car 
would tip over in the river, as this did happen 
to one baggage car. 

Mannger Deane Worley, unable to get his new 
Empress show through the washouts, grabbed bis 
last week's bill back from San Diego just in 
time, ahead of two washouts. Finally the de- 
layed bill arrived from East Bakersfield, where 
they located, and their reception was capacity 
audiences, The Canoe Girls making a big hit. 

Rock and Falton Company, playing The Candy 
Shop, succeeded In arriving at San Bernardino, 
but not so their advance agent, Harry Bonnell, 
who was marooned 12 miles from Santa Barbara. 
He finally succeeded in getting within three 
miles of the city on a hand car, was forced to 
walk ties, whet there was left of ties, only to 
find himself worse off than before, and spent 
the balance of the time playing pinochle with 
John MeMahon, business representative of 
Margaret Illington, who stars in Within the 
Law at the Majestic, following Emma Trentini 
this week. Muxc was also stalled at Santa Bar- 
bara by floods.

Managers Fountain and Watson, of the Hippo 
drome and Republic, did their hustling during 
the early storms, consequently they had almost 
complete bills on the opening day and by the 
crowds one would think that it was their last 
chance to see vaudeville.

A new spirit was born at the joint 
meeting of the National Executive 
Board and the convention of the Ohio 
Branch of the Motion Picture Exhib- 
itors’ League of America last week in 
Cincinnati. 

There may have been meetings that 
were more largely attended. 

There may have been meetings that 
were more representative. 

But there never was, and there prob- 
ably never will be, a more important 
or a more highly significant meeting. 

For the first time in the history of 
the league a genuine, firm and deter- 
mined disposition upon the part of the 
delegates to take hold and do things 
Was manifest. 

They injected themselves into the 
proceedings. 

The presiding officer was not com- 
pelled to resort to plants and cut-and- 
dried procedure. 

On the contrary, he found himself 
drawing out a real and fervid expres- 
sion of opinion from the delegates. 

Heretofore, there has been but a 
semblance of deliberation. 

This time we had the genuine arti- 
cle. 


Mr. Neff was amply endorsed and 
elected president of the Ohio Branch. 

It was a vote of confidence and a 
token of appreciation. 

But notice was also served upon 
him, and in no uncertain tone, that 
the membership was in the game from 
now on. 

He was given to understand that the 
aid he required would be forthcoming 
and the support he asked for was 
definitely promised. 


Also, he was shown, quietly but 
firmly, that he would not be required 
to do all of the thinking, all of the 
piloting and all of the leading in the 
future.

And yet President Wilson’s notion 
of the way to restore it, is a little bit 
more of the same—the same medicine 
that laid the patient low. 

Not so very little, either. Here are 
only a few of the recommendations in 
his recent anti-trust message to Con- 
gress: 

1. Prohibition of interlocking direc- 
torates. 

2. Empowering the Inter - State 
Commerce Commission to superintend 
and regulate the issuance of all rail- 
way stocks and bonds. 

3. An amendment of the Sherman 
Anti-Trust Law or an extension of its 
influence by supplementary legislation. 

4. The creation of an administrative 
commission which shall aid the courts 
in breaking up monopolistic trusts, 


and help honorable business men to 
conform to the law. 

5. The enactment of a law which 
shall make individuals who violate 
anti-trust prohibitions liable to crim- 
inal punishment, 

6. The prohibition of holding com- 
panies and the regulation of the right 
of stockholders to vote when they pos- 
sess a monopolistic voting power. 

7. The right of individuals to use 
the facts and evidence established by 
the Government as established proof 
in private suits for redress against 
monopolies. 


BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


THE HILLS 0’ HAMPSHIRE is a novel of 
New England life by Will M. Cressy and James 
Clarence Harvey. The authors bave not tried 
to evolve any complicated plots (such ae never 
happened to anybody), nor to raise any dis- 
cussion on morals, There isn’t a ‘‘villian’’ in 
the whole book. It ix a sweet, plain story 
of sweet, plain people—people such as you know. 
It is a story such as is told every day in 
every village in New England. A story of 
love, self-sacrifice and happiness. If you like 
that kind of a story, yuu will like The Hills 
o”’ Hampshire. 

THE DRAMA LEAGUE SERIES OF PLAYS— 
The first two volumes of the Drama League 
Series of Plays have just been issued by Double- 
day, Page Co. In conjunction with the Drama 
League the pubishers bave worked up very in- 
teresting plans for the series. 

Volume I is that admirable American play, 
Kindling, in which Margavet Illington did some 
of the best work of her career. It contains, in 
addition to an introduction by Clayton Hamil- 
ton, the noted dramatic critic, a general intro- 
duction to the whole eeries from the pen of 
Frank C. Brown of Boston. Mr. Brown is 
chairman of The National Committee on Publi- 
cations relating to the Dramatic League. There 
are two illustrations in this volume. 

Volume II is Percy MacKaye’s Oriental fable 
play, A Thousand Years Ago. It was produced 
with great success in Boston, Decemler. 1913. 
On January 6, 1914, it opened brilliantly at 
the Shubert Theater, New York, where it is 
now running. This is a delightful, fanciful. 
original comedy woven around a tale from the 
Arabian Nights. It is also of interest to all 
students of the history of the drama as Clay- 
ton Hamilton showe in his valuable introduction. 

Two more volumes will probably be issued in 
March and another pair in May. Volume III 
will be Echegaray’s classic, The Great Galeoto: 
Echegaray, the veteran Spanish statesman, is 
best known in this country as winner of the 
Nobel Prize for Literature in 1914. Volume IV 


will be Hauptmann’s most famous play, The 
Sunken Bell. Volume V will be a play by an

THREE-YEAR 


AGREEMENT 


Signed Between the Ringlings and International 


Alliance Billers and Billposters of America— 
Questions of Salary and Retainer 
Settled Satisfactorily 


Chicago, Jan. 28.—Following a three days’ 
conference at the Ringling offices in Institute 
Place in this city an agreemeut was reached 
today between the circus interests and the In- 
ternational Alliance of Billposters and Billers of 
America relative to the employment of bill- 
posters and billers on the Ringling Brothers and 
Barnum & Bailey Shows. The agreement is 
for three years, ending January 28, 1917. 

The Ringlings were represented by W. H. 
Horton, general agent of the Ringling Show, 
and Ralph Peckham, acting for J. D. Newman, 
general agent of the Barnum & Bailey Show. 
The Circus Committee, composed of Vatrick F. 
Murphy, international president; George W. 
Lowry, secretary; Walter Gazzalo, of St. Louis; 
Dan Pheney, of ‘Chicago; Bert Wheeler, of St: 
Paul; Gus Gustafson, of Pittsburg, and Frank 
Purcell, of Cincinnati, acted for the 1, A. B. B. 

It was further agreed that the Circus Com- 
mittee and representatives of the shows are to 
act a8 an Arbitration Board to pass upon any 
and all disagreements that may arise between 
billposters and the shows, this board to meet 
each fall after the close of the circus season. 

The bone of contention at the meetings was 
the questions of salary and retainer. After 
much discussion on both sides a straight salary, 
instead of a sliding scale, was agreed upon, this 
salary to be $60 per month, payable weekly, 
including necessary board, lodging and trans- 
portation. A retainer ef $30 will be held by 


the employer, $15 from the first month’s salary 
and $15 from the second month’s salary, to be 
paid at the end of the season. Any member 
of the I. A. B. B. who leaves the employment 
of the show without the written conseut of the 
general agent, until the season ends, shail 
forfeit the $30, and be subject to a tine of an 
additional $30 by the Alliance, this money to 
be paid to the owners of the show immediately 
by the officers of the Alliance, and charged to 
the offending member, who will be compelled 
to pay same or stand suspended. 

The men are to be allowed forty cents per 
meal and seventy-five cents for lodging when 
not supplied by the show. 

Under the new agreement if any discharged 
man is not satisfied with the reasons given 
for his dismissal, he may demand same in 
writing from the manager of the car or brigade, 
to be sent to the International Secretary. 

A fine is provided for any member signing with 
more than one show, with expelment from the 
Alliance as the penalty for a second offense. 

The men are to be returned to the point where 
the show makes its winter quarters, and in 
ease of the shows having no permanent winter 
quarters the men are to be returned to the 
point where the shows opened the season. 

It is thought that similar agreements will 
meet with the views of the managements of 
most of the other circuses, and that within 
the next few days nearly all of the shows will 
sign, this settling this important question. 


BARNUM & BAILEY PATRIOTIC,

New York, Jan, 27.—The Barnum & Bailey

HENNESSY, WILLIS, UNGER LEAVE MUTUAL 


New York, Jan. 30.—With the elec- 
tion of J. J. Kennedy, president, and 
J. A. Berst, as treasurer, a general 
change in officials of the General Film 
Company has taken place. The change 
almost entirely wipes out the old staff, 
who held office with Homer A. 
Boushey. Among those whose services 
were dispensed with are: H. J. Red- 
field, manager of the supply depart- 
ment; John Pelzer, manager feature 
department; A. S. Kane, manager of 
exchanges; C. B. Taylor, assistant to 
Homer A. Boushey; Warren Small, 
head of the legal department; H. D. 
Ashton and Burgoyne Hamilton, assist- 
ants to Chester Beecroft. About the 
only persons retained from the old 
staff were: Homer A. Boushey, form- 
erly general manager; Chester Bee- 
croft, manager publicity and adver- 
tising, and G. A. Balson, of the poster 
department. Even stenographers and 
other assistants employed by those dis- 
charged were dispensed with in nearly 
every case, and changes in the heads 
ef the General Film Exchanges 
throughout the country, it is under- 
stood, have also been effected, and it 
is probable that these staffs will also 
be cut down. 

In the Twenty-third street Exchange 
of the General Film Company alone, 
ten have already been discharged, of 
these ten most of them being solicitors. 
It is probable that all the employees 
of the old Kinetograph Company, who 
left the General Film Company to join 
the Kinetograph Company some six 
months ago, will again become part 
of the General Film Company. Joe 
Unger, district manager of the Forty- 
fifth street (New York) Exchange of 
the Mutual Film Company, is leaving 
that corporation to return to the Gen- 
eral Film Company. J. Hennessy, dis- 
trict manager of the Cleveland and 
vicinity exchanges of the Mutual, re- 


signs to go back to the General. J. Wil- 
lis, district manager of the Mutual, Chi- 
cago and Middle Western exchanges, 
leaves to once more become an ex- 
change man with the General Film 
Company, under Percy L. Waters. All 
these managers were formerly with 
the old Kinetograph Company, under 
Percy L. Waters. Jule Bernstein, 
formerly district manager of the New 
York exchanges of the Mutual, but 
now with the World’s Special Films 
Corporation, will resign his position on 
February 7, and it is probable that he 
will be grabbed up by the General 
Film Corporation, although this is not 
positively known. 


BRADY ENTERS PICTURE FIELD. 


Wilmington, Del., Jan. 29.—William A. Brady 
the theatrical producer of New York, has en- 
tered the motion picture field, and will engage 
extensively in the manufacture of pictures. An- 
nouncement has been made that he had 
chartered a company called William A. Brady's 
Picture Plays, incorporated under the laws of 
Delaware. The capital is $1,000,000, fully paid 
in. 

It was stated by Mr. Brady that the money 
comes from private sources outside of theatrical 
management.

OHIO STATE CONVENTION 


Fourth Annual Convention of Ohio State Branch No. 1, M. P. 
E. L. of A., Held in Cincinnati January 26-29 the Best 


Ever Held in Point of Business Accomplished — 
M. A. Neff Re-Elected State President 


NATIONAL EXECUTIVES MEET 


Important Resolutions Passed By National Executive Committee of the 
League, and New Appointments Made—Orene Parker Succeeds 
J. J. Rieder as National Treasurer—Peter J. Jeup Ap- 
pointed Successor to L. J. Blumenthal 


The Fourth Annual Convention of 
the Ohio State Branch No. 1, Motion 
Picture Exhibitors’ League of America, 
held at the Sinton Hotel, Cincinnati, 
January 26, 27, 28, 29, has added a 
bright page to the history of the or- 
ganization. Harmony was the key- 
note of the gathering, 
its shibboleth. 

It is a highly commendable fact that 
there was absolutely no dissension. 
The convention moved smoothly and 
frictionless, and the delegates worked 
faithfully. painstakingly and co-op- 
eratively. A splendid commentary on 
the convention is the fact that every 
resolution presented was carried unan- 
imously. All motions did not carry. 
But there was not a single resolution 
offered by a delegate or committee 
which was not adopted with the ap- 
proval of the entire body. 

The committees worked hard, as the 
detailed reports of the deliberations 
will show. The officers likewise were 
untiring in their efforts. President 
Neff deserves credit for the way in 
which he conducted the convention, 
and this is true also of J. H. Broom- 
hall, secretary, and W. R. Wilson, 
treasurer. 

The re-election of all old officers 
was unanimous. Likewise the dele- 
gates and alternates proposed by the 
Election Committee were endorsed 


without exception and Cleveland was 
unanimously selected as the next meet- 
ing place. 


The meetings of the National Ex- 
ecutive Committee were conducted 
smoothly, and many important reso- 
lutions were adopted. Peter J. Jeup 
was appointed to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of L. J. 


enthusiasm 


Blumenthal, and Orene Parker elected 
to succeed J. J. Reider as National 
Secretary. In all respects both the 
State and executive meetings were the 
most enthusiastic in the history of the 
league. 


FIRST DAY. 
Tuesday morning, Jan. 27. 

The opening session of the Obio State Con- 

ag “— postponed from 10:30 a. m. until 

. About 150 delegates. their wives 
—y bieeae assembled in the convention hall, 
and the meeting was formally and officially 
opened by National President M. A. Neff, who 
is also the Ohio State President. After a few 
remarks, Mr. Neff introduced the Reverend Dr. 
Watson, who delivered the invocation. Mr. 
Neff then introduced Mayor Spiegel, who gave 
an extemporaneous talk on the development of 
moving pictures and the rapid stride the film 
industry in general has made within the past 
few years. Judge Spiegel, in the course of 
his remarks, said: ‘I see before me a large 
gathering of intelligent men, who do not re- 
quire the assistance of any censors to tell them 
what pictures should or should not be shown 
the pubdlic.”’ 

Several other remarks were made by the 
Judge which elicited bursts of applause, and 
when he had finished his peroration, he sat 
down amid an outburst of spontaneous and pro- 
longed hand-clapping. 

Mr. Neff responded to Mayor Spiegel’s address 
and adjourned the meeting for ten minutes. 
At 2:30 the meeting was resumed, with Mr. M. 
A. Neff in the chair, assisted by L. J. Broom- 
hall of Hamilton, O. Mr. Broomball is at 
tary of Ohio State Branch No. 1, M. 

L. of A 


Chiefly Mr. Neff's opening remarks concerned 
the entertainment features of the convention, 
but it diq not take him long to warm up to 
his subject. Mr. Neff, getting down to brass 
tacks, hammered the table and said: ‘This 
organization is said to contain men who have 
no business ability. They have been accused 
of being mice and panhandlers. Ninety million 
people have their eyes centered upon Ohio to- 
day, watching and waiting for the deliberations 
of this convention to be made public. We 
must refute these statements that we are not 
business men. We must show them that we 
are a powerful organization that stands for 
good."’ Mr. Neff continued in this strain and 
urged the exhibitors te get together and form 
an adamantine body above abuse and adverse 
criticisms. Following this, Mr. Neff read his 
report, the salient points of which were the 
announcements that sixty-two members had gone 
out of business in Ohio during the past year, 
fourteen memberships have been transferred 
and four deaths occurred within the past year. 
They were: George Edward Fink, who for- 
merly operated the Orpheum Theater, Dayton, 
0.; W. O. Yard, Wellston, O.: Mr. Seymour 
of Lock, and Mr. Jacobson of Cincinnati.

WEDNESDAY MORNING. 

Wednesday morning’s meeting opened with 
President M. A. Neff in the chair with Secre- 
tary Broomball assisting. Several telegrams 
were read from exhibitors and Mr. Finnegan's 
message of regret at being unable to attend 
was also repeated, as well as one from R. L, 
Macnabb. ‘These telegrams are referred to in 
another column of this issue under the Execu- 
tive Board meeting. A communication was 
read from Gov. James M. Cox, of Obio, ex- 
pressing deep regrets at being unable to attend 
Wednesday morning meeting and expressing 
the hope that he would be able to arrive in 
Cincinnati before the convention adjourns Thurs- 
day. His honor stated that, if at all possible, 
Representative Thornton B. Snyder, of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, would be with the exhibitors 
at the banquet Wednesday night. 

Mr. Neff next introduced ex-Senator Jos. B. 
Foraker, who acts as National Counsel for the 
league. Mr. Neff’s speech in introducing Mr. 
Foraker was one of the best be bas ever made. 
Mr. Foraker responded with an address filled 
with sparkling wit. He spoke extemporaneously 
and answered a number of Mr. Neff's remarks 
wittily and facetiously. The following is a 
verbatim transcription of Mr. Foraker’s speech: 


MR. FORAKER’'S SPEECH. 

Ladies and gentlemen: I have known for a 
good many yeers that Mr. Neff was an enthu- 
siastic moving picture man, but I never knew 
that he wes a great orator—(laughter). He 
invited me to come over and meet you and talk 
to you about five minutes, but I don’t think he 
needs any outside help when it comes to talking 
to this audience—(laughter). I had no intima. 
tien that 1 would be favored with further po- 
litical honor, I appreciate all my enthusiastic 
friend has said about this, but, unfortunately, 
it does not lie with him to determine that ques 
tion if I want further honérs. 

This thing of inviting a man to address you 
for five minutes is a rather doubtful proposition. 
When a man who is accustomed to speaking 
gets started it is pretty hard to tell when he 
will stop—(laughter). However, 1 will be com- 
pelled to be as brief as possible. 

I came because Mr. Neff notified me, not to 
hear his speech, for I did not know he was go 
ing to make a speech, but to be frank, I would 
not have missed it for anything, espe ially the 
recognition he makes at my little services being 
worth $20,000. I call you all to witness so that 
there can be no dispute when the bill is rend- 
ered—(laughter). I came simply to meet with 
you in an informal way, and just as informal 
as it may be possible for me to say it, I ex- 
press my congratulations to you upon the fact 
that you are the representatives, in the first 
place, of a prosperous pusiness, which is able 
to pay $20,000 for a good lawyer—(laughter). 

I see the moving pictures all around Cin 
cinnati. and I now and then attend, so that I 
know from observation as well as otherwise that 
yon are, »s I said, prosperous. Upon that I 
congratulate you, for it is not every business 
that is prosperous just at this time. 

I congratulate you in another respect on ac- 
count of your business, and that is that it is a 
popular business. It is one thing to make money 
and be all the while subject to criticism like a 
traction company, or some other public utility 
of which I have some knowledge, but it is dif- 
ferent to make a good deal of money and have 
everybody patronizing you and gladly doing it 
instead of criticizing you. 

You are the representatives also of an enter. 
taining and educational business. 1 do not know 
of any instrument today of such general char. 
acter thet is so entertaining. Everybody who 
has dropped in and looked at a moving picture 
show can testify to that. That is true of this 
busin ss everywhere in the United States. It 
is true of this business all over the continent 
of Eu ope and everywhere throughout the civil- 
ized world. That is not all. You are not only 
«duestional in your business, with its wonderful 
opportunities and capacities in that respect, but 
you are civilizers as well as educators amon 
the most civiized, among the uncivilized a 
half-civilized people of the world. You are s° 
busy taking in nickels that you do not get a 
chance to read whet people are saying about 
you—(laughter). I call your attention to an 
article recently printed in the ‘Sunset’? Ma- 
gazine. It involves a great tribute to the busi- 
ness in which you are engaged. The writer of 
this magazine was in far~<ff Polynesian Islan<s, 
and he writes about his experience with the pic 
ture shows. I do not know whether you gentle 
men have any knowleige of these islands, but 
they are a long ways from here in the South 
Pacific Ocean, 12.000 miles beyond the Samoan 
Isinnds, and this writer in the ‘‘Sunset,’”’ E!- 
mond Mitchell, tells some mighty interesting 
things. (Space will not permit the publication 
of this article.) 

I have taken the aye of reading this 
article in order to br home to you the im. 
pressions of an cutsi od in ‘epend« nt, uninter 
ested witness to the great work in whicn you 
are engaged. The business in which you are eB 
gaged has, in the few years that it has been 4 
recognized business, spread all over the world, 
not only to all the civilized countries of the 
earth, but to the uncivilized and sem!-civilised 
countries. Therefore, I congretu’ate you, that 
you are engaged in a work that not only pleases 
and entert ins, but educates as well. 


DELEGATES AND EXHIBITORS IN ATTENDANCE AT THE FOURTH ANNUAL CONVENTION OF OHIO STATE BRANCH No.1 
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The first moving picture 1 ever saw was @ 
scene in the Philippine Islands. It was an ex- 
hipition in the Adjutant General's Office at 
Warhington immed ately following our war with 
Spain, during the time of Aguinaldo, who dis 
puted our jurisdiction in the Philippines, At 
that time there were no moving pictures sucao 
as we are familinr with today, but in a little 
dit of a box we had to stand over in which we 
could see the reel turning and the pcture tlash- 
ing before us. Since that time 1 have nag 4 
great interest in the work, in view of the fact 
that it has been educational, ‘These pictures 
tel] us of the different scenes and customs in 
the far-off North and South and all over the 
world, where some of us con't hope to ever 
visit, because we are too old. 

While in New York recently, I met Mr. Burr 
McIntosh, who is one of the greatest photog 
raphers of our time. I learned that he is or- 
ganizing a company of actors and actresses, an’! 
intends to go first to the Hawaiian Islands, 
then to the Samoan Islands, then to various 
other remote pisces and take pictures illustrat- 
ing the scenes described in Robert Louis Stev- 
enson’s gre.t novel, entithd The Treasure Is 
land. With what he hopes to be able to do in 
the next year you will have a lot of new pic- 
tures of an educational character—pictures that 
will make American people appreciate the work 
you are engaged in more fully than they have 
heretofore, 

What you have done in the way of educating 
people-—in the way of making them familiar 
with other civilizat.ons, in other parts of the 
world with their institutions and customs, what 
ever you have dove in these res ects, I most 
heartily congratulate you, 

I hope thet you may have a pleasant session, 
and that you may be successful enough in the 
future to warrant passing a resolution to pay 
me that $20,000—(laughter and applause), 


A short recess was granted by the chair, and 
when the convention re-convened the hall was 
cleared of all persons except delegates and 
members of the press. A slight objection to 
the press being admitted was made, but G. D. 
Spragg, of Bellaire, O., regularly moved that 
the press be invited to attend all sessions, 
This motion was seconded by H. Heimerdinger, 
of Cincinoati, and when the question was put 
to a vote it carried practically unanimously, 
there being only three persons to vote ‘‘No.”’ 

It was decided that a Press Committee be 
appointed consisting of the following: Ed Kohl, 
Cleveland, chairman; H. MWHelmerdinger, Cin- 
cinnati, and J. W. Swain, of Columbus. 

A telepbone message from Governor Cox at 
Columbus te the effect that he would in all 
Mkelihood be present at the banquet was next 
communicated to the delegates. 

The reading of Tuesday's minutes were read 
y Secretary Broomball and were accepted as 
read and approved without comment. 

Tom J. Kern, chief of the Ohio State Build- 
ing Inspection Bureau, delivered an address, 
and aesured the exhibitors that the sense of 
the State is to co-operate with exhibitors in- 
stead of hampering them. Mr. Kern among 
other things said that new laws were to be 
proposed in the immediate future, which would 
amend and annul some statutes, which, at 
present, are in force and which he admitted 
are too drastic. One of the things he said that 
would probably be taken up is the question of 
permitting the use of motors on motion picture 
machines. This statement brought forth a 
volley of applause from the delegates. 


Next reports were asked for from the Audit- 
dng Committee, and Ed Kobl, chairman of the 
committee, stated that he would be ready to 
bring in bis weport at the afternoon meeting. 

A communication was read from Mr. Reichert 
of the Sandusky Loca! No. 7 that this conven- 
tion should adopt a resolution upon the question 
of bow many films should be shown. Upon 
recommendations by the chair a committee of 
five, composed of the following, was oppointed: 
F. P. Reichert, George Hill, F. L. Emmert, 
Ed Kobl and Mrs. Lotz, this committee to 
make an investigation and report Thursday 
morning. That a resolution that not more 
than two reels for five cents and not more 
than four reels for ten cents should be adopted 
was the recommendation of the Sandusky local. 


The Ways and Means Committee was called 
upou for a report, and Mr. Sprazg reported that 
no meeting had been held by the committee and 
that they, therefore, bad nothing to bring be- 
fore the convention. Upon the suggestion of 
the chair it was decided to allow -this committee

Mr. Broomhal| offered an amendment to the 
Constitution and By-Laws that the State Treas- 
urer be vested with the additional office of 
Financial and Corresponding Secretary, and that 
the salary be $150 per year. Charles A. Trie- 
bel, New Richmond, O0., moved that the motion 
be accepted, which was seconded by F. L. 
Emmert. The motion was carried. 


Under the heading of new business Max Stern, 
of Columbus, spoke of adopting a resolution 
petitioning the State officials to permit the 
use of motors on such up-to-date moving picture 
machines as would stand the test made by the 
New York or Chicago Fire Underwriters. This 
brought forth some discussion from other 
members, and Dr. Alexander, of Dayton, stated 
that he did not think any resolution should be 
adopted which would be discriminatory. E. J. 
Bauman, Cincinnati, stated that the time has 
arrived when the Inspection Bureau should be 
notified that all exhibitors be allowed motors 
on projecting machines. His remarks were 
supported by E. J. Quinby, of Zanesville, O. 

The meeting was then adjourned to reconvene 
at 2 p.m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The first order of business at the afternoon 
session was a request made by the committee 
on two reels for five cents and four reels for ten 
cents program, that they be given until Thurs- 
day i which to report. 

The Sunday closing 
next brought up, and upon motion of . 
Swain, seconded by W. D. Bellknap, this matter 
was referred to the National Executive Com- 
mittee. 

Under a discussion of such subjects for the 
general welfare of the league, Mr. Neff mede 
some general remarks and was followed by 
E. P. Reichert, Zanesville, who denounced 
printed posters. Fred J. Botts, one of Cincin- 
nati's most popular exhibiters also spoke against 
the present existing conditions whereby man- 
ufacturers charged exhibitors for posters. This 
subject was interrupted by the reading of the 
following telegram from W. H. Swanson of the 
Universal Film Mfg. Co.: ‘Good wishes and 
felicitations to Ohio Branch No. 1, M. P. E. 
L. of A.” 


The Ways and Means Committee, through its 
chairman, Mr. Spragg, of Bellaire, O., offered 
a resolution to the effect that exhibitors pro- 
ject slides in their theaters for National 
vertisers, and that the revenue so collected be 
turned into the league. This met with consid- 
erable discussion and brought forth responses 
from W. C. Quinby, Zanesville; Dr. H. Z 
Alexander, Dayton; Charles A. Triebel, 
Richmond; Mr. Broomhali, Hamilton; Mr. Ray- 
ner, Dayton, and W. N. Canning, Zanesville. 
Mr. Canning, who bas a deep resonant voice, 
which booms like a 13-inch Coast defender 
when he lets it out, was formerly in the the- 
atrical business and is a thorough showman. 
W. J. Swain and Max Stern also spoke on the 
subject, Mr. Stern especially calling attention 
to the fact that as the M. P. E. L. was com- 
posed of a body of business men, it should pot 
be necessary to resort to any other methods ex- 
cept the collection of dues to support and nrain- 
tain that organization. Mr. Stern’s remarks 
were greeted by uproarious applause, thereby 
indicating that at least the majority of mem- 
bers were in favor of running the organization 
on the support it secures from the individual 
members. The motion to use advertising slides 
was overwhelmingly defeated. 


Mr. Broomball presented the following amend- 
ment to the Constitution and By-Laws: ‘‘Ihat 
the dues of 411 members be increased from 50 
cents per month to $1 per month.”’ The chair, 
in re-reading this resolution to the convention,

Mr. Neff then stated that several delegates 
had not been paid their railroad fare to the 
last National Convention, but that they would 
be within a reasonable time.

Mr. Stern stated that people come to see pic- 
tures and were entitled to the best, and that 
no other incentive should be necessary to bring 
them to the picture house. Mr. Stern recently 
opened the Majestic Theater, Columbus, and to 
illustrate what can be done mentioned the fact 
that on Sunday and Monday he charges 10, 20 
and 25 cents admission, with a 5 and 10-cent 
admission prevailing on other days. ‘I do 
not believe we should resort to any ‘petty lar- 
eceny’ schemes in order to attract patronage,’’ 
is the forceful way in which he expressed him- 
self.

Celumbus to be censored, we would eventually 
tie up the film industry. This we did not want 
to do. It was our desire to be fair with manu- 
facturers, exchanges and exhibitors, as well 
as the public to the fullest possible extent. 
We advised Mr. Redfield and his managers that 
we would take this matter up with the In 
dustrial Commission, which we did, and ex 
plained to them—they not understanding the 
situation—why it would be the better policy to 
go to Cleveland and censor the films, We were 
instructed to use our own judgment. Therefore, 
on September 18, we left Columbus for Cleve- 
land. 

“On our first visit to the office of the General 
Film Co., Cleveland, we told Mr. Goff that we 
were veady to censor his films. The very first 
thing we learned was that the exhibitors in 
Cleveland bad passed a resolution saying they 
did not favor censorship. We told Mr, Gort 
we were there to censo: films, but if he did 
not want us to do so, all right, we would not 
do it. Mr. Goff wired headquarters to ascertain 
what should be done. He wanted to know how 
long we would be there and said he would get 
instructions and impart them to us as quickly 
as possible, 

“Mr. Hennesy, of the Mutual Film Co., told 
us he was not ready to have his films censored, 
because he wanted to reconstruct the numbers 
on the films. We informed him that we would 
be at the Stathr Hotel at any time he was 
ready to meet us. Mr. Goff later ‘phoned to 
us, saying that he had received a communication 
from the New York office, and we were advised 


to begin censoring pictures immediately. We 
started in the next morning, 
“We then went to the Universal Film Co.'s 


office. They stated that they would have their 
films censoved, but were not in position to say 
definitely what they were going to do. The next 
morning we began at the General Film Co.'s 
Office to censor films. However, before we began 
to censor films we saw in one of the Cleveland 
newspapers—which was unscrupuluos and wanted 


to get a story—that we had made certain 
eliminations, and even went so far as to give 


| the names of certain films we had censored. The 


fact of the matter is that we had no occasion 


to eliminate anything, as we were there that 
day to determine what we were going to use 
and what not. We had not censored one soll- 
; tary film in Cleveland up to that time. That

a meeting with the board at the offices of the 
General Film Co. We replied that it would 
be our pleasure to meet Mr. Redfield at the 
Hotel Chittenden, Columbus. Mr. Redfield and 
his branch managers later met us and asked 
us to censor the films then on the shelves of 
their exchange in Cleveland, 0. We understood 
very well that

goes to show how we were misrepresented, 

‘Another way in which we were misrepresented 
was by the story which went the rounds in the 
newspapers that we were going to cut out all 
Western films. That is not true. 

“We were also supposed to have a set of rules 
and fixed policies in determining what and what 
not to cut out. Every film that came to us in 
the General Film Co.’s office was passed strictly 
upon its merits. We have no set policy of any 


kind, and let me aay, gentlemen, that no one 
man or set of men can bave a set policy, for 
the simple reason that conditions vary in each 


aml every film and must stand on its own body. 

“Mr. Hennesy said that he believed in cen- 
sorship, but did not think that the State ought 
to handle it. We asked him: ‘How would you 
handle it?’ 

“He replied:

“We told him that this would mean that the 
yoke would be thrown on the exhibitors, 

“We have done the best we possibly could, We 
have, however, been misrepresented in regacd to 
the workings of this board. It is not necessary 
to go into detail, 1 believe the manufacturers 
Want to be fair, and I can say to you that 
every elimination which was made and every 
rejection that was made was sent to the manu- 
facturers, so that they would know what we 
were doing in Ohio.

“Out of 7,000 reels, 62 were rejected, and 
about 50,000 feet of eliminations made. This 
work was done very carefully. I want to say 
to you that we never made any elimination 
from the end of a film which would make the 
picture pointless or unintelligible.

In explanation of this 
I will say that Mr. Maddox, who was chairman 
of the board, had been using the independent 
films in Columbus for a number of years and 
had seen a great number of these pictures on 
the shelves of this company. I had run the 
license films in my house. We looked over the 
films each morning and each evening. We 
worked night and day I can assure you. We

Stearn, Columbus, in a well-directed 
talk on censorship, said among other things 
that the Geners!] Film Co., the Universal Film 


Mfg. Co. aud the Mutual Film Corporation's re- 
leases did mt, in his estimation, nerd much 
censoring, but that it was the feature film 
which needed the attention of this convention. 
Mr. Stearn said that there were a number of 
irresponsible would-be feature manufacturers in 
the feature business who were moved solely by 
gponetary and mercenary purposes. who did not 
have the best interests of the film business at 
heart, and would bring the picture game into 
disrepute. He also spoke against highly sen- 
sational pictures, and said that he believed that 
it should be the attitude of this convention to 
repudiate such releases, 


Mr. Neff said: “Il am in favor of endorsing 
J. A. Maddox and H. E. Vestal for their work 
on the Censorship Board.” This statement 
brought forth several discussions, the gist of 
which was: That the work of the entire Censor 
Board be endorsed. Mr. Neff said again: ‘I 
am in favor of endorsing the work of Mr. Mad- 
dox and Mr. Vestal, but that is as far as I 
will go.’ A resolution was then offered that 
Mr. Maddox and Mr. Vestal’s work be endorsed, 
and was unanimously carried. 

Mr. Neff also said in reference to the censor- 
ship question that he had discouraged every 
Censor Board in the United States expect the 
Ohio State Board, as it was his desire to try 
out this body first.

their own basis, which I refused and instructed 
our attorneys accordingly. 

1 reorganized New York as quickly as possible, 
beld a convention at Syracuse at the same 
time the Bolters’ delegates held a convention 
at the same hotel. It was then decided to hold 
@ convention within sixty days at Rochester, 
which was done. In the meantime the New 
York Bolters asked for a settlement on the 
basis that they pay the National League, which 
1 refueed, and demanded that they pay_ the 
State of New York $600, as the New York 
organization was the reguiar organization—they 
bad been promised previously twenty-five per 
cent—but settied on $600. Eventually the at- 
torneys secured a settlement and our National 
League received $1,290. 

The State of New York has been reorganized 
and bas money in the treasury, but is making 
very poor progress, owing to conditions in New 
York and the inactivity of the local organiza- 
tion in New York City. 

The president of the State League, Mr. 
Wolff, reports that he bas four orsauizers now 
in the field and will soon be able to make a 
favorabe report. 

I recommend that some action be taken 
to secure members in New York City, as it 


seems that there is practically nothing being 
done there. 

I visited the State of Maine, and found con- 
siderable dissatisfaction, but after matters 


Were explained, and a meeting beid, all of the 
members became enthusiastic and are loyally 
supporting the league. 

he State of Massachusetts, especially Boston, 
seems to be in a bad condition and almost im- 
poseible to arouse. 

The State of Pennsylvania is making some 

rogress lately. 1 have met the president, Mr. 

effries, of Philadelphia, and bave laid out 

lans and hope to organize Pennsylvania on a 

rm, substantia] basis. 

Illinois has been reorganized with 100 mem- 
ders. A large number of them paid their dues 
for a year in advance and paid their per capita 
tax the time of organizing. ‘They were organ- 
ized at a convention hbeid at Peoria, which 
convention was a grand success, against all of 
the Bolters from Chicago. 

Illinois Local No. 1, only local in the State, 
repudiated the action of the Chic Bolters. 
Illinois is standing solid and loyal by the or- 
ganization. 

The State of Indiana has been reorganized 
by the election of president, secretary, treas- 
grer and National vice-president. Everything 
looks hopeful in Indiana for an early adjust- 
ment of all matters pertaining to the league. 
+ aeviee that Indiana be left alone for a short 

me. 

Wisconsin bas been reorganized with a mem- 
bership of seventy-four (the cream of the State 
—with the exception of Milwaukee), where we 
bave only two members, but I confidentally 
Dredict that within the next three or four 
Months two-thirds of the exhibitors of Mil- 
waukee will be members of the league. 

I visited Minnesota at a great expense to 
the league, with the hope that Minnesota would 
remain loyal. I was informed by the president, 
Mr. Wrath, that so long as Minnesota has tive 
members it would remain loyal to the league, 
or that they would return over all supplies, 
money, charter and seal to the National Sec- 
getaey. The National Secretary can report as 
to what they have done. 

There has not been a State that bolted, that 
bas turned in their supplies, money, charter or 
seal. It is up to the committee to take action 
fn this matter, as we have legal rights. 

recommend a vigorous campaign, and, when 
@ State officer does not consider his office of 
importance enough to properly assume the 
duties of his office, that he be given a stipulated 
length of time to act or resign. 

he league has grown to the extent that we 
can not afford to have exhibitors of a State 
represented by officers who will not give their 

ce consideration. I, therefore, recommend 
that some action be taken along these lines. 

It has been a strenuous and hard battle to 
hold the bolting States in line and reorganize 
them, but it affords me great pleasure to report 
that all the bolting States, with the exception 
of Minnesota, have been reorganized and are 
on a more firm and business foundation tha. 
ever before. The only reason Minnesota has 
mot been organized is because the former pres- 
ident made a statement today that there would 
be nothing done unless he so notified the Na- 
tional officers We will, however, organize 
Minnesota in the near future. 

The amount of money collected by myself for 
the National League is $1,200 from New York, 

1,000 from the National Cash Register Co. of 

ayton, O.; $50 from the State of Illinois, and 


50 from the State of Wisconsin.

business. 

This, within itself, should appeal to every 
thinking exhibitor. It does not only give the 
exhibitor, the manufacturer, the film exchange 
and the supply man an opportunity to become 
acquainted, but it affords an opportunity for 
our press to gather information and in plain 
words “Size up the situation and view the 


to appreciate the features furnished free and 
it also appears that we have many exhibiturs 
that can not understand that they themselves 
bave the right and privilege to feature thelr 
own films, and that the only way a feature film 
can be distinguished from otber films, is when 
some one charges extra for them—that seems 
to establish the fact that it is a feature. 

The National League also made it possible 
for every exhibitor in the United States to 
buy his supplies at wholesale prices, saving 
him forty per cent on his purchases. This, in 
itself, if the exhibitors would take advantage 
of it, would save them hundreds of thousadns 
of dollars. 

The National League has conducted its busi- 
ness alonz lines that bas established a credit, 
which many older organizations would be proud 
of and while we have had strife within and 
strife without in our league, we bave marched 
on securing new members, gathering strength 
and prestige unti| today, we are recognized as 
an organization of men worthy of the consider- 
ation of the Chambers of Commerce and the 
financial! and commercial world, and also looked 
upon by the churches and educational authorities 


worthy. 

The resignation of J. J. Rieder, Jackson, 
Mich., who has been acting as National Treas- 
urer, was accepted with regrets, and the ques- 
tion of appointing bis successor carried over 
to another meeting.

Wiley, with the assistance of any other mem- 
ber of the Board he might desire, should draw 
up a_ resolution respecting the question of 
censorship and present it at the Wednesday 
morning session. Similar disposition was made 
of Mr. Cory’s exhaustive explanation of a con- 
treversy which is now going on in Oalifornia, 
Oregon, Washington and Colorado betwen the 
California State League and the Golden Gate 
Film Exchange. Mr. Cory's contention is that 
the Golden Gate Film Co. is operating five 
picture theaters in San Francisco, thereby work- 


int in direct opposition to the exhibitors. Mr. 
Cory cited several instances in which the 
Golden Gate Film Exchange had not played 


fair with its customers and urgently requested 
the Executive Board to adopt some resolution 
and go on record as being opposed to their 
methods. It was further stated that the Na- 
tional Executive Committee should interest 
itself particularly in this case and, upon g@ 
similar discussion having been brought up by 
Mr. Jeup, it was decided that Mr. Wiley and 
Mr. Cory should present at the Wednesday’s 
session resolutions covering these cases.

EVANGELINE, 


The Canadian Blioscope Company are to: be 
congratulated not ony on account of the truly 
excellent proguction which they have turned 
out in Evangeline, but on their foresight in se- 
lecting a subject which is internationally known 
by old and young alike, 

The picture is photographically perfect and 
displays beautiful scenery, together with charm- 
ing and realistic situations enacted by an en- 
tirely able company in the original scenes around 
which the poem is written. 

Scenes of harvesting and work in the fields 
are beautifully portrayed. We see turkeys and 
chickens being fed and cows milked, and, in 
short, get an insiglit of the peaceful and happy 
lives of the Arcadians. 

Laura Lyman, as Evangeline, gives an ex- 
cellent portrayal of the character one has in 
mind on reading Longfellow’s poem, and John 
F. Carlton as the sturdy Gabriel fulfills all ex- 

ctations. E. P. Sullivan offers a particularly 

able character im his portrayal of Father 

Felician. Otber roles have been carefully cast 
and nothing remains to be desired in this re- 
spect. 

In short the Canadian Bloscope Company have, 
for their firet offering, a feature which anyone 
can be proud to exhibit and which will ua- 
doubtedly be in great demand not only in this, 
but in other countries. 


THE WHIRL OF DESTINY. 


The Whirl of Destiny, or The Vortex of Fate, 
is a drama in four parts to be released by 
Mundstuk’s Features, a new arrival in the 
New Yo.k m tion picture field. 

The production offers a good story, with ex- 
cellent situations, and more than holds interest 
throughout. The settings are splendid and 
include several picturesyue outdoor 
which have been capably photographed. 
the exception of the inventor’s son, aij the 
roles are cupably handled. The young man in 
question appears to be inexperienced in the 
art of motion picture acting or any other acting, 
and one can just imagine the director telling 
him what to do and when to do it. 

No preliminary scenes are wasted, and the 

lot starts right in with the early scene and & 
eading, which explains the situation, In the 
first picture Louise is shown about to be mar- 
ried, against her wishes, to a man chosen by 
ber father. Aft r several years her husband 
finds sevrra! old letters written by Richard 
Marx, ber former lover, who is now a partner 
in business with him Hartz. over-ome with 
the news and fe ling that he is in the way of 
his wife’s happiness, decides to leave the city 
and go West. Twenty years after the firm 
fails and Frank, the inventor’s son, also govs 
West in search of a fortune. 

One night in the Paquila Saloon Frank gets 
into an argument with one of the cowboys anid 
discharges his revolver, accidentally wounding 
the latter. HH» is captured and overpowered 
and the ¢ whoys plan to end his life by means 
of stones suspended by a burning rope. he 
sheriff is called to the Paquila, and, as he is 
being told of the shooting, he notices a tiny 
gold chain lying on the floor, which he recog 
nizes as his wife’s property. He immediately 
goes to the spot where Frank is about to be 
killed and at oce recognizes the boy and frees 
bim. Hortz, whom all believed perishea in 8 
fire. is the sheriff of Las Hondas. 

Hortz and his son leave for home and Louise, 
and upon their arrival Louise, overcome by th: 
sight of her husband, whom she believed de ad, 
and the reeent strain she had undergone falis 
back and dies in his arms.—GRID 


A MAN’S SHADOW. 

One can readily imagine that a picture run 
ning six reels must necessarily contain 8p 
anusual amount of interest-hbolding events and 
changes of s tuations, leading up to a strong 
finish, in order to keep the eye and mind’ on 
the screen, otherwise one will soon tire of the 
subject. : 

A Man’s Shadow, which is being released 
through the Eclectic Film Company, can poast 
of these qualifications, snd more. The story 
contains a chain of complicating events through- 
out, which command attention at all times. A 
dramatization of this subjict, which was writ- 
tn by the well-known French author, Jules 
Mary. met with big success in London. 

The settings are elaborate and the outdoor 
pictures include many pretty and novel scenes, 
which the camera has execetlently recorded. As 
regards the work on the part of the players. 
nothing remains to be desired. All the roles 
are in the hands of a company of able porform- 
ers. who effectively accept all the opportunities 
presented by tie many dramatic situations 
throughout the offering, and every one, including 
the little girl, prove their ability. 

The story deals with the downfall of a 
wealthy inventor, whose home and career are 
wrecked through the crafty plottings of a for 
mer emplove, who had been discharged for dis- 
honesty.

A final confession on the 
part of the lawyer's widow clears the inventor, 
avd the rea! villain is captured. 

One of the strong scenes is portrayed when 
the lawyer learns of his friend's and client's 
relations with his own wife, and shows him the 
letter. which was written by Luversan, the dis 
charged employe, accusing the inventor. The 
time for the trial to continue arrives and the 
lawyer refuses to defen‘ his friend, who 1s 
led away to the stand. Finally, however, the 
lawyer masters al! persona] feelings and emo 
tions and goes into the court room to fight for 
the innocent man. He is about to mention his 
wife’s name when he suddenly dies through 
an attack of heart trouble and leaves the evi- 
gence of guilt upon the innocent man.—GRID

A feature which wil) undoubtedly create a 
lot of interest wherever shown is about to be 
released by the American Kineto Company ip 
The Mystery of the Fatal Pearl A valuable 
pearl, which has been stolen from the head 
of a Hindoo idol, changes bands many times 
during the three reeis of the story, and in 
each case the holder of the gem meets with 
misfortune, in accordance with the curse which 
bas been placed upon it by the high priest.

MOVING PICTURES IN EASTERN CANADA. 
By W. B. McNulty, 


During my sejourn in Canada, I have become 
convinced that ¢we-thirds of the people of the 
Dominion are moving picture fans. In St. 
John, N. B. {where I am writing from), & 
city @f 60000, there ere six moving picture 
theat@ps, aud each of the sextette is thronged 
nigh The seating capacities of the various 
bou ge from 450 to 1,600. As there are 
no towne oF villages within commuting distance 
and no trolleys outside of the city, the patronage 
comes entirely from the city proper. 

Four of the six houses run licensed films. 
One of these is a splendid new theater, called 
the Imperial, which was opened just recently. 
The other three are named the Gem, Star and 
Empress. Seven-piece orchestras are used in 
the Imperial and Gem, The only independent 
agency represented is the Mutual; two theaters, 
the Lyric and the Unique, use their service. 
Most of the films I have seen since my arrival 
here I saw in Boston last September, o> there- 
abouts. 

Among the movie playera best liked here 
are Jobn Bunny, Arthur Johnson, Maurice 
Costello, G. M, Anderson, Gus Carney, Carlyle 


Blackwell, Charles Kent, Hobart Bosworth, 
Fred Mace and King Baggot. Of the feminine 
contingent, Mary Fuller, Alice Joyce, Leah 


Baird, Kathlyn Williams, Rosemary Theby and 
Mabel Normand are the favorites. 

Of the licensed films, Vitagraph seems to 
be the most numerous, and there are also many 
Kalem and Lubin shown, with Edison, Essanay, 
Pathe, Selig and Biograph to a lesser degree. 

Thanbouser, Majestic and Kay-Bee are the 
most numerous of the Mutual films, witb 
American, Keystone and Reliance next. 

There is not a town of any pretention in 
Canada that has not at least one moving pic- 
ture house. In New Brunswick the following 
towns have theaters: Moncton, Frederictown, 
Woodstock, Chatham, Newcastle, Campskellton, 
Sussex, Sackville, Grand Falls and St. Stephen. 
The population of these towns range from 2,500 
to 10,000. 

In Nova Scotia, the adjoining province, the 
towns that boast of three or more theaters are: 
Halifax, New Glasgow, Amberst, Sydney and 
Yarmouth. All of these have populations of 
over 10,000, with Halifax touching the 50,000 
mark, Other towns with one or two theaters 
are: Springfield, Picton, Windsor, Kentville, 
Annapolis, North Sidney, Liverpool, Bridgewater 
and several others, Their population ranges 
from 2,000 to 6,000., 

In the Province of Prince Edward Islana, 
with a total population only 85,000, there are 
moving picture theaters at Charlothtown, Sum- 
merside and Georgetown. 


ACTION AGAINST PILOT FILMS. 


New York, Jan. 29.—William T. Sandall, it 
is stated, has commenced an action in the Su- 
preme Court in Brooklyn against Pilot Films 
Corporation to compel it to transfer 150 shares 
of the capital stock of that corporation of the 
par value of $15,000 to him.

Circus News 


ALL SHOWS WILL SIGN AGREEMENT. 


Chicago, Jan. 31.—The Billboard representa- 
tive bas learned that the impression given out 
by certain circus men that only two shows had 
or would sign the eitcus agreement with the 
Billposters’ Alliance was incorrect and untrue. 
R. M. Harvey, of the Hagenteck-Wallace Shows, 
has announced that that show will sign the 
agreement as soon as the alliance officials pre- 
sent them with a copy for signature. He was 
very much surprised that any attempt should 
have been made by the representatives of only 
two shows to assume all credit and responsi- 
bility of the agreement and the subsequent in- 
timation through the advertising columns that 
the members of the alliance could only contract 
with, those two shows, 

While the circuses have agreed to allow the 
increase asked for, yet they intend to employ 
only the most capable men and to insist that 
the men prove worthy of the increased salary, 
and if they do this the circuses all agree that 
there will not be any regrets because of the 
successful demands of the alliance. 

R. M. Harvey left tonight for New York City 
to look after some private interests in the 
Butler Electric Company, of which he is a large 
stockholder, but is expected back West, at 
Chicago and Perry, Ia., in about ten days. The 
Hagenbeck-Wallace advertisement for Dillpoet- 
evs appears in this issue. 


CIRCUS MUST PAY RUNAWAY DAMAGES. 


Des Moines, Ia., Jan. 29.--Damage, resulting 
from a runaway caused by a horse becoming 
frightened by a circus animal, must be paid for 
by the circus, the Supreme Court of Iowa held, 
in effect, when it decided yesterday that Wilma 
Stokes, of Sac City, was entitled to damages 
given her by the District Court of Sac County 
against Gollmar Bros. 

On September 10, 1909, Gollmar Bros. showed 
in Sac City. Miss Stokes drove along the 
street on which was placed one of the wagons 
containing wild animals, her horse became 
frightened, ran away, and she was injuced. 

Questions chiefly of technical legal character 
were concerned in the case before the Supreme 
Court, and they were decided in favor of the 
appellee. The circus was directed to pay the 
damages allowed, 


OLD CIRCUS PRIVILEGE MAN DEAD. 

Jobn F. Hummel, one of the original privilege 
men, along with Mr. Hamilton and Dick Weldon, 
with the Hagenbeck-Wallace Shows for a number 
of years, passed away January 22 in Hot 
Springs, Ark.. where he had resided for the 
past ten years. 

The deceased had been an invalid for the past 
15 years, but for the past two years was rapidly 
failing. and the first of November suffered a com- 
plete collapse, from which he never recovered. 

Furial was in Hot Springs. A wife, a 
daughter and two grandchildren survive him.
